A# 1o when n
full agresmont  would be  perfected  there
wak some Aifference of opinlen. One houxs
canfores mald that it wonld probably be this
sosk.  Anothor thought It would be “soon."
Chaleman Wilton would not even admit the
understanding bad gone far enough to war-
rant the prediction of a speedy report. He
pald, however, that the econfereos had  at
least done Dbiusiness and  made  progress

today, which was more than could have been
gald of past mestings,

. The sénate conferdes came from the moet-
Ing without showing the hopefulnest of the
house members,  They sald the conference

was as far from an agreement as it had
been while there was this conflict, asmong
those thoroughly Informed of the inside

workings of the eonforonce, the general be-

et prevailed that the hopefulness of the
house conferess had some substantial foun-
Bation. One of the conferces said that

svhile no final agreement had been made on
iron, eoul and sugar, yet suflicient had been
Heveloped [0 conferende 1o show  that an
agreoment could bé reached on these three

Whether it would be aceeptable to the full
ponate, this conferee exprossed some hope.
In this conncetion, It developed today that
Benator Caffery of Loulsling, who hud been
most active on the sugar question, had «
long and, It Is sald, satlsfactory econlerenco
enterday with Speaker Crisp and Chairman
Wilson.

While the house conferces were so pleased
mt the bright outlook, their senatorial col-
eagues contented themselves with saying
hat while they were hopeful of reaching
an understanding nuthing bhad transpired
In conference to base this hopoe upon. They
Heclare that on the essential items of disa-
greemont the econferees are os far aparl as
Lhey ever wero.

An inoreased hopefulness that a bill will
be agreed upon Is noticeablo, however, upon

the part of democratiec senators who are
not members of the conference, One of
the leading conservative senptors sald as

ho was leaving the senate chamber tonight
that the tarift bill would be finully sgreed
upon by next Monday, and he added that
the bill would be virtuslly the senate bill,
The day developed the possibility of a re-
port of partinl agreement, and while this
report at first appeared as a vague rumor,
its probabllity was afterwards confirmed by
senators not members of Lthe conference com-
